ment's Monday report that Ar- 
kansas will produce 1,475,000 
bales of cotton is significantly 
above the 1958 - 62 average of 
1,342,000 bales. 


The current prediction is 21,- 


000 bales below total production 
of last year, and the prospective 
yield per acre is down by six 
pounds. 


Acreage 
for the harvest is 


placed at 1,230,000 acres, the 
same as last year. 


The 1962 figure was erroneous- 


ly reported Monday at 1,203,000 
acres. 


The Agricultural Marketing 


Service said that first bales of 
cotton were ginned in several 
counties of the state last week, 
but no general movement of the 
crop is expected for several 
weeks. 


First bales were ginned about 


the same time last year. 


The Crop Reporting Service 


said the cotton crop is generally 
later than last year, but devel- 
opment is about average. It 
said production in counties lack- 
ing rain is expected to fall far

TUSCUMBIA, Ala. (AP)-Two 


Arkansans were killed here 
Monday in a spectacular auto 
accident which killed three and 
injured 11 others. 


The Highway'Patrol said the 


victims were Mrs. Nadine Rohr- 
scheib, 24. and her son, Henry, 
6, both of Lexa (Phillips Coun- 
ty); and Larry McKinney, 15 of 
nearby Russellville Ala. 


The dead were passengers in 


a station wagon driven by L. D. 
Rohrscheib, 
28, Mrs. 
Rohr- 


scheib's husband, who was one 
of the injured. 


The patrol said the station 


wagon, carrying 14 p e r s o n s , 
pulled from a county road onto 
U.S.

Cyprus Truce 
Is Reported 
by the UN

U Thant said Monday

Turkey and Cyprus have a* 
ccpted the U.N. appeal for a 
cease-fire without 
conditions. 


He pledged that the United Na- 
tions would exert every effort to 
keep (he peace on Cyprus. 


Thant's 
statements w e r e 


made in a report to U.N. Securi- 
ty Council members, circulated 
shortly after the Turkish and 
Cyprus governments announced 
(hey would enforce a cease-fire. 
The Turks declared, however, 
that they would continue recon- 
naissance flights over Cyprus 
until Greek Cypriot forces with- 
draw to positions they occupied 
Aug. 5. 


In his statement, Thant said: 
"It is gratifying and encour- 


aging that both governments 
have responded positively and 
without conditions. 


'These decisions of the two 


governments now afford an op- 
portunity for definitely ending 
the fighting and relaxing tension 
in Cyprus. 


"It will be my purpose to take ; 


fullest 
possible advantage of. 


this opportunity by exerting ev- 
ery effort toward constructive 
peace-keeping arrangements, in 
all areas of the island." He gave 
no indication of any new meas- 
ures the United Nations might 
be planning.

When Presidetit Johnson sent 


his economy .budget to Congress 
last January, he recommended 
a total of $84 million for the Ar- 
kansas Rivet project. 


At first McClellan thought this 


might be satisfactory and in line 
with a frugality policy. But then 
he learned from Army Engi- 
neers that this amount wouldn't 
keep construction on schedule 
and that' the completion of the 
9-foot navigation channel would 
be delayed at least one year. 


He checked further and con 


eluded that a year's delay in 
completion would increase con 
struction 
and land purchase 


costs that would be considerably 
greater than the additional $15 
million Army Engineers said 
they woul dneed to keep con- 
struction on schedule.

omy to cut back on an appro- 
priation and add to the cost. 


Thus armed, he set out to per- 


suade President Johnson and the 
Budget Bureau officials of the 
soundness of his position. 


What he wanted, he said priv- 


ately, .was for Johnson to agree 
to send to Congress a supple- 
mental budget recommendation 
to bring the Arkansas total to 
$99 million—and he. wanted the 
recommendation to hit Congress 
just before the Senate Apprtpri- 
ations committee was to act. 


The reason was that he feared 


if Johnson acted too soon other 
senators would hear about it and 
tfy the same tactics. Any effort 
to load down the bill, he felt, 
might result, in defeat of all ef- 
forts, including his own. 


tt came out just about as .he 


planned. 


After about five conferences 


with Johnson and Budget Bu- 
reau, officials, including some 
grivate conversations with the 


resident, 
the matter was 


worked out. The Pr e s i d e rt t 
agreed to a supplemental rec- 
ommendation. 


Meanwhile, Army Engineers 


trimmed their estimate some 
and said.they could do with $14 
million more, or a total of $98 
million. 


So on the day before the Sen- 


ate appropriations subcommit- 
tee put the bill in final form, 
the President sent to Congress 
a 
supplemental 
recommenda- 


tion. The subcommittee wrote it 
into the bill and the full com: 
mittee approved. 


Since • the entire $98 million 


now has budget bureau approv- 
al, McClellan anticipates no dif- 
ficulty in winning House approv- 
al for the larger amount, which 
is $9 million above the total 
voted for the Arkansas River 
program by the House.

Pope First 
to Fly in 
Helicopter

ORV1ETO, Italy (AP) -Pope 


Paul VI made history's first 
papal helicopter trip today as 
he flew to medieval Orvicto to 
celebrate the 700th anniversary 
of the Roman Catholic feast 
day of Corpus Christ). 


His craft landed on the plains 


just below this hilltop town aft- 
er a 54-rhinute flight from his 
fisummer residence at Castel 
Qnndolfo, just south of Rome. 


The 75-mile flight north came 


to an end at a specially pre- 
pared landing strip on a high- 
way about 3Ms miles from Orvi- 
eto. Then the Pope was driven 
to the fortress-like town that 
had often been a papal refuge 
in the past. 


He was the 38th Pope to come 


to Orvieto and the first 
since 


Pope Pius IX, who visited the 
town in 1875 when it still was 
part of the Papal States before 
the unification of Italy. 


The helicopter lent to the 


Pope by the Italian air force 
took off from his summer resi- 
dence at 4:30 p.m. —10:30 a.m., 
EST. 


The flight to Orvieto came off 


without a hitch. 


It was the longest trip Pope 


Paul has taken since he went to 
the Holy Land by jet plane last 
January.

in the 1930s when old ice boxes 
were being discarded 
as the 


electric refrigerator was win- 
ning acceptance. 


It surged again after World 


War II when resumption of civil- 
ian 
appliance 
manufacturing 


spurred a slough-off of over-age 
electric coolers. 


Last year's boom in refrigera- 


tor sales again heightened the 
menace of abandoned boxes.
